Claims 1-7, 9-14, 16-25, 27-30, 32-34, 36 and 37 are pending in this case. 
Claims 1 , 4, 9, 1 6, 28, 32 and 36 are independent claims.

14. (currently amended) The computer readable storage medium of claim 13, wherein 
a user defines an assoc i at i on a correspondence between [[a H one of the hot-spots in 
the media presentation environment representation port i on and a media presentation 
device listed in the media presentation device listing port i on widget .

18. (currently amended) A method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the physical device is [[a ]]part of the real-life media presentation 
environment. 

19. (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the manipulating includes dragging the visual representation of the 
media presentation unit from an integrated presentation authoring environment or from 
a file directory and dropping the visual representation of the presentation unit on a 
representat i on of the hot-spot corresponding to the physical device. 
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20. (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the physical device is selected from [[the 11a list of multiple physical 
devices in the real-life media presentation environment, wherein the list comprises 
compr i s i ng a display, a projector, a printer, a loud speaker, a light, a facsimile machine, 
a computer, a tape recorder, a video recorder, a camera, a fan, an air blower, a 
sprinkler, a water faucet, and a stereoscopic projector. 

21 . (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the media presentation unit is selected from [[the 11a list , wherein the 
list comprises compr i s i ng a digital file, a sound, an audio segment, a video segment, a 
streaming video signal, a streaming audio signal, a turn light on action, a-turn light off 
action, a dim light action, a brighten light action, a text box, an image, a -turn display on 
action, turn display off action, a turn projector on action, a-turn projector off action, print 
action, a brighten display action, a dim display action, a send facsimile action, and a 
computer action. 

22. (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the previewing includes previewing the media presentation in an 
augmented reality environment. 
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23. (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the previewing includes previewing the media presentation in a virtual 
reality environment. 

24. (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the previewing includes previewing the media presentation in a 
combination of an augmented reality environment and a virtual reality environment. 

25. (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, wherein the previewing further comprises previewing the media presentation 
in a graphics based virtual reality environment.

27. (currently amended) The method for authoring a media presentation according to 
claim 16, further comprising repeating the selecting, the manipulating and the recording 
for a plurality of media presentation units correspond i ng to a p l ura li ty of m e d i a d e v i c e s 
i n tho mod i a prosontat i on env i ronment .

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amended 
claims overcome prior art of record Deutsher, US 2004/0001 106 A1 , and Moran, 
5,717,879, in that the claimed invention cites wherein the media presentation 
environment representation indicates a positional arrangement of a plurality of media 
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presentation devices in the real-life media presentation environment, wherein the media 
presentation devices are selectable the corresponding hot-spots. This is supported 
within the specification, page 9, paragraph 67 and item 64 in Fig. 3.
